OPIUM APPEAL , 

Loung Yau and othera- appealed against 

a decision of the Police Magistrate in an 
opium prosecution, Mr J. J. Francia, 
Q.0., instructed by Mr H. b, Dovnys, was 
for the sppellanta; and the Hon: W. M. 
Goodman, Attorney General, instructed by 
Mr Q. 0, O. Master, Acting Grown Bolici- 
tor, reprerented the Orown aa respondent, 
The Chief. Justice read a decision which 
was the point finding of himself and the 
Poiana dudge. The Court was satisfied 
from the evidence that thera was an illegal 
moving of opium after prohibited hours, 
and (so far a that might bo material) that 
the appellants themselves were deliberately 
intending an oravivn of the law ; and there 
was no case for a tehencing. In addition, 
howaver, to the application for rohear- 
ig, there were two points of law rais- 
ed against the conviction on the Magis. 
trate’s statemont of case, Those points had 


there wan no written judgment, In the firat 
place it was contended, that the seizure 
was hot cheats of opium’ according to the 
logal definition, Ord. 22 of 1887 and Ord. 
22 of 1891, and that therefore the law did 
not apply. The defi sition of ‘ choata of 
opium? was ‘the package with ‘the opium 
therein onoh os is usually isaported by 
morchanta iu the Colony ;’ in this case tho 
chesis were externally the sime, but inter- 
nally not divided into comparimente as 
usual and all balla of opium’ were not 
whole, The question was whothor ..this 
difference was enough to prevent ‘the case 
from being within the law.

Tho definition 
of ‘cheats’ could not be hold to mean an 
exact ‘adherence to a fixed’ standard, sinco 
there. must alwaya be sme smull difference, 
wnd this upium seemed to come within the 
reasonable meaning of the definition, This 
conclusion was not based on any estoppel 
aridiog'from the fact that the holdirs of 
this opine had, in their requisition fur a 
permit for it, deagribed it .as.* cheats of 
opium ? for in pousl proceedings involviog 
fine acd forfeitars the Court knew of. no 
eatoppel except a plea of guilty. Tho con- 
clusion was based .o the consideration that 
the narrow interprutation urged by the op- 
pollant was not rensunable. Ie could not 
bo the intentiun of the law.to exempt opium 
airaply for a trifling diff renageia, tho insido 
uf the’ packago—it. was substantially the 
same as a ohest,’ibd the diffurence was

‘Tho Court hold that the word- 
ing of the Ordinance, though not as clear as 
it might be, threw tho responsibility on 
the owner of the opium, or the person ot 
whose insligation it was removed. It 
coatd not moan that every coolio mnectad 
with the matter had all the responsibility 
himaelf. On this point, therefore, the 
appesl muat ba allowed, and the fine 
remitted. As to: the forfeitare of ‘the 
opiom, it was not shown that the ap. ellanis 
(ere coolier) wore injured thereby, nor 
that, the scizure was unjustified. The con. 
vietion therefors must be sat aside, and 
with it the order of furfeiture which it 
involvod, being an order against the prosont 
appelinn's ; but tho Court was aot in a 
position to make any order for the release 
uf the opium. Evch pitty having succved- 
ed in an appeal, both sides must pay their

barque Satsuma, arrived at Shangbai this 
morning (Sept. 12) from Chinghai, together 
with bie officers and crew, hin veasel baring 
been. totelly. wreaked on Fridsy laut, the | 
6th inat,, whilet the typhoon was raging. * 
Tt appears that tha Sa¢rema loft Nagianki 
on the lat instant, and on tha 5th Septem. 
ber she was anchored off Gatglsff when a 
strong typhoon was blowing which had 
driven her south of hor dourss, her deslinn~ 
tion being Shanghai. The typhoon eet in 
80 strong thet the Suteema was driven from 
hor anchorage, and Captain Swanson then. . 
endeavoured to make for ahcltor on the ~ 
North of Chusan between that ialand and a 
amaller one to the North of it, His efforts 
wore unavailing, for the Sattuma waa 
driven ashore on the coast of North Chosan 
on the morning of 6th inst., aqon after 
daylight and became 9 couplets wreck, 
being simply amaghed to pieces on the rooks 
by the force of wind nnd wave.
